88 YEARS OLD 


NORTH. READING-1960 marks 
the 88th year of continuous library 
service in No. Reading. In 1872 
Mrs. Charles F. Flint donated the 
sum of $1,000.00 “to benefit the 
inhabitants of No, Reading, by 
establishing a free public Mbrary 
at her own expense to be called 
the Flint Public Library." On 
July 18, 1782 the library opened 
in the south east room of the War- 
ren H, Campbell House, (located 
near the site of the Batchelder 
School.) In 1875 the library was 
moved to the Flint Memorial Hall, 
which had been built and donated 
to the town through the generousity 
of Mrs. Flint, The library occupied 
these quarters for the next &3 
years, until in 1958 it was trans~ 
ferred to its present location, 
which was made available to the 
Town through the terms of the 
will of the late William Weeks.
